This result was only attained after a three 
days’ fight of considerable bitterness and a 
E and exciting ballot this afternoon. 
Such prominent Democrats as Allen W. 
Thurman, Frank Hurd, and John A. McMa- 
hon were turned down.“ 3 
There was a cessation of hostilities for a 
brief period last evening, when Senator Brice 
, and ex-Gov, Campbell were serenaded by the 
Jackson club of this city, and each responded 
in a brief speech. They left the hotel together 
arm in arm, as though on the most intimate 
terms. 
The convention was called to order at 10 
o'clock this morning, when Dr. James A. 
Norton of Tiffin, one of the picturesque char- 
acters in Ohio politics, delivered an address 
of welcome, during which, in his own peculiar 
and fertile style of oratory, he alluded to 
nearly all the possible and impossible Presi- 
dential timber that has recently been named. 
It was noticeable that his complimentary 
| : to Mr. Brice was not loudly ap- 
_ plauded. Hill's name was about twice as 
ASS loudly applauded as that of Grover Cleveland, 
Borman created but a ripple, and the conven- 
_ tion went wild at the name of Campbell, ap- 
_ plauding for two or three minutes. 
“ee Speech by Chairman Neal. 
L.aater Col. James E. Neal, Permanent Chair- 
_ mame. of the convention, in hia speech of e. 
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ves reversed and Cleveland received more ap- 
Plaus than Hill. Mention of Campbell, how- 
oer. was greeted with the greatest enthusi- 


asm. 
As Campbell and Brice came in at different 
times to take their seats in their respective del- 
. @gations, each was generously greeted. 
On the re-assembling of the convention at 
1 o’clock this afternoon, after disposing of 
all the preliminary business, Ex-Speaker 
of the Ohio Legislature Nial Hysell 
and Col. W. A. Taylor, a veteran jour- 
nalist, were placed in nomination for the office 
of Secretary of State. Col. Taylor was nom- 
inated on the first ballot and in a most felici- 
tous address said that this was an occasion in 
which ar office had gone chasing after a man, 
and he would have to admit that he had been 
in a position to give it a hearty recep- 
ion when it came along. He ailuded to the 
compliments that had been showered upon 
Campbell and Brice as Presidential candi- 
dates, but said that he himself had been placed 
atthe head of the army of 400,000 Demo- 
crats as the standardbearer this fall, and 
intended to make the Ex-Governor and United 
States Senator his lieutenants. One he would 
place at the right, the other at the left and he 
would commend the center himself. His sallies 
brought good humor to the audience and made 
the work of nominating the reinainder of the 
ticket less imtsome. 

Judge John B. Driggs of Monroe County 
and Judge Thomas Beers of Crawford County 
Were nominated for Judges of the Supreme 
bench, long and shortterm. William H. Wolf 
of Fairfield was put on the ticket for Clerk of 
the Supreme Court, and John K. Meyer of 
Hamilton County, for member of the Board of 
Public Works. |

Elmer White, editor of the Cleveland Bee, 
placed before tne convention ex-Congressman 
Frank H. Hurd as the pioneer tariff reformer, 
Ex-Senator J. J. Sullivan of Cuyahoga County 
nominated Robert Blee of Cleveland. R. D. 
Marshall started ex-Congressman John A, 
McMahon of Dayton in the race. 

L. C. Cole of Wood County said the 
candidate that he would present only needed 
to be named, and his name was James E. 
Campbell. At this there were tremendous en- 
thusiasm and loud cries of No, no” from 
Hamilton County. There was great confu- 
sion at this and there were several small fights 
which almost amounted to fisticuffs in the 
Cincinnati delegation. The old fight between 
Campbell and what is known as the Hamil- 
fon County gang still survives. That 
it was largely healed over, how- 
ever was shown when the delegation was 
polled and Campbell received sixty out of 
eighty-two votes from that county. This is 
understood to have been the result of the re- 
establishment of a sort of amicable feeling 
between Gov. Campbell and John R. McLean, 
as Campbell was supported by McLean’s Cin- 
cinnati lieutenant, Lewis G. Bernard, who is 
known asthe Little Boss. The full vote of 
Hamilton County, which had the monster 
delegation of the convention, was: Brice 80, 
Neal 70, Campbeil 60, Hurd 55, McMahon 37, 
Blee 25, Thurman 1. 


Three of Them Selected. 

On this ballot Messrs. Brice, Campbell, and 
Neal were selected? the total vote being: Brice, 
702; Campbell, 664; Thurman, 2176; Neal, 
457; Blee, 3474¢; Hurd, 356; McMahon, 29116. 

Before a second ballot was ordered Messrs. 
Thurman and McMahon withdrew from the 
race, and the fight for fourth place was left 
between Robert Blee and Frank Hurd. The 
large delegations from Cuyahoga and Frank- 
lin Counties went to Blee and selected him 
over Hurd, thus completing the selection of 
the big four. 

The Platform, 

James W. Newman, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, reported the platform, 
as follows: 

The Democracy of Ohio, in convention assem- 
bled, declares : 

That, confiding in the careful judgment of the 
National Democratic convention about to assem- 
ble in Chicago, we hereby pledge our earnest and 
cordial support to its nominee for President and 
Vice-President, boping to see glorious and last- 
ing victory as the result of its intelligent action. 

We are opposed to all class legislation, and be- 
lieve ma tariff levied for the sole purpose of pro- 
ducing a revenue sufficient to defray the legiti- 
mate expenses of the government economically 
administered, and we protest against the policy 
of so-called protection illustrated by the McKin- 
ley bill as championed by the Republican party, 


and in the interests of agriculture and labor we 


demand a reform of the present tariff and a re- 
duction of unnecessary and burdensome taxation. 

That in the high tariff recently imposed by cer- 
tain European nations on American grain and 
American meat we recognize an effort on the part 
of these governments to strike a destructive blow 
at American agriculture in retaliation for the 
high duties imposed by the McKinley law, aud 
that on behalf of American agriculturo we de- 
mand of Congress an immediate modification of 
our tariff law such as will secure the admission 
of these agricultural products into markets of 
these countries free of duty. 

Favors the Use of Silver. 

The Democratic party has always favored the

The hyprocrisy of the Republican party in the 
demand in the recent National convention for the 
right of every citizen in the United States to cast 
one free and uprestricted ballot and to have it 
counted is made most manifest by its almost uni- 
form opposition to the Australian method of 
voting recently adopted in Ohio and most of the 
Northern States, and on the other hand its ad- 
vocacy as an administrative measure of the in- 
famous Force bill designed to suppress by vio- 
lence the el« ctive franchise in nearly one-half of 
the country. ) 

We call the attention of the country to the de- 
plorable fast recently ascertained from Repub- 
lican official sources of undoubted authority that 
the success of that party at the last Presidential 
election was due to the expenditure of $1,000,000 in 
corrupting the ballot in the pivotal States, and 
not to the alleged beneficial results of a protective 
tariff, as claimed by the Republican leaders.

FORTY WERE KILLED: 


TERRIBLE ACCIDENT ON THE 
BANKS OF THE LICKING, 


False Work for a New Bridge Between 
Newport and Covington, Ky., Gives Way 
and the Workmen and Iron Super- 
structure Are Together Piunged Into 
the Water Below But Few Men Come 
Out Alive and the Dead List Is a Long 
One—Contractors Among the Dead 


Cuscrmwat:, O., June 15.—Thirty-five to 
forty men were killed and perhaps as many 
more injured in a terrible accident at Lick- 
ing River, between Newport and Covington, 
this morning, 

A wagon and street railway bridge was in 
process of construction between the two cities. 
It left Covuigton at the end of Twelfth street 
and entered Newport at Eleventh. The Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railway bridge crosses the 
Licking about 500 yards above this point. 
The banks of the Licking are steep at the part 
where this roadway and street railway bridge 
is to cross. Their slope is at least 50 degrees, 
and they are high. 

There were sixty-eight persons on and about 
the bridge when it fell. The following is a 
revised list of the killed. ¢njured, and missing:

The contractors for the iron work of the 
bridge were the Baird Bros, of Pittsburg—An- 
drew and Robert Baird. They both went 
down to death with their two score or more of 
workmen, 

The bridge was a strong, wrought-iron 
structure. The great stone piers on each side 
of the river were finished, as also were the ap- 
proaches to them. The iron works of the ap- 
proaches are massive. The span between the 
two piers looks to be 360 feet. The height of 
the truss which was to form the bridge span

between these two piers was sixty-five feet 


above water. 

False work in piling and timber had been 
constructed in the river. On the top of this 
false work the construction of the iron truss 
began exactly midway between the two piers, 
and the work was pushed from the middle 
both ways. Five bents or sections of the pon- 
derous ironwork had been constructed. Each 
bent or section was thirty feet long, making 
nearly half the span. On the top of this was 
an apparatus known to bridge men as the 
traveler, which is used to extend the struct- 
ure from the ends. 

The False Work Was Weak. 

This traveler rose some thirty feet above the 
main structure. It was full of men at 10:30 
this morning and some of them near the top 
of it were nearly one hundred feet above the 
waters of the Licking River. The timbers of 
the false work were beams about sixteen 
inches square. They were old and weather- 
beaten and evidently been used before. How- 
ever, in bulkiness and to all outward appear- 
ance they were strong. The facts show they 
were not strong enough for the immense 
weight they were required to bear. The bur- 
den of thirty-five or thirty-six men, 
or for that matter of 3,600 men, 
would have been as nothing for these great 
beams of yellow pine. It was the mass of 
iron, weighing hundreds upon hundreds of 
tons, that overmatched them, wrought ruin, 
ana gathered an awful harvest for death. 

It was about 10:30 this morning when thirty- 
six men were on the traveler, and noone 
alive can tell how many men were working 
below, when the awful moment came. It 
came, too, like a bolt from heaven. No warn- 
mg came from those overtaxed beams of 
pine. Suddenly, as if broken by some resist- 
less, invisible force, they buckled, broke, and 
crashed down into the river below, a mass of 
ruins, under which a score of huinan lives 
went out. 

Buried Beneath Iron and Wood. 

Of course there wasarush to the scene 
from both sides of the river. The débris 
filled the deep stream from bank to bank. 
People filled both shores, but from the config- 
uration of the wreck aid was most easily ren- 
dered from the Newport side. The stream 
was soon full of skiffs and the work of rescu- 
ing the living began and went on bravely with- 
outa directing head. Indeed it was done 
quite as weil, perhaps better, than it would 
have been by an organized life-saving corps. 
This work was kept up all day, and it is still 
going on tonight. The police of the three 
sister cities were soon at the scene and ren. 
dered noble service in caring for the dead and 
in removing the wounded to homes or hos- 
pitals. 

At the hour of the accident there were few 
other workmen on the bridge near the scene, 
which leaves few survivors among the victims 
asthe only ones to tell thestory. Bruce 


Thomas was working on the Uridge. He 


says: 
“I was sitting ina sling working a rachet. 
The first thing I knew I was falling. I heard

| Some Sad Scenes. 

In a cottage in Morton street, Newport, not 
200 yards from the bridge, lay the dead bodies 
of J. B. Roby and his brother William Roby. 
Mrs. Catherine Baer, the occupant of the 
house, was the mother-in-law of John Roby, 
a sturdy man of 32, who leaves a wife and two 
children. The two brothers were taken there 


to die. 

Never in the houses of royalty, riches, or 
greatness was there real mourning than 
in that house tonig Jobn died first. His 
dy:ng brother said o the weeping widow, 
“ Don’t cry, Annie; John will get well.“ 

When told that was dead he said, 
Then I want to die, too.“ These were his 
last words. P 

In the same houst was C. H. Fetters of 
Ironton, O. His back was injured and his 
left ankle was crushi@d, He said: “The crash 
came without warning. I heard no sound, 
saw no excitement; @nly kuew that we were 
going down in aheap., Iscrambled on some 


timbers and some one rescued me in a boat, 


and here I am.”’ 

Charies Wilkersonisahero. His home is 
No. 631 East Main street, Louisville, Ky. He 
was brought up od the Maumee River near 
Toledo; has lived at Buffalo and other places 
on Lake Erie. He is at home in water. His 
work was on the engine on the Newport ap- 
proach. He rushed te the rescue. He says 
the timbers of the false work buckled down 
stream and eve ing went down intoa heap 
as quickly asa stone let fall from the top of 
the works. Wilk saved many lives of 
the wounded, them went to diving for the 


dead. | 
One Dead, the Other Crazy. 

The first dead he got was Jarhes J. 
Johnson of Havre de Grace, Md. This man 
had a brother inju at Canova, W. Va., who 
has become insane from his injuries received 
while working for the Baird Bros. He had 
sued the contractors for $10,000, and was here 
on the bridge looking up testimony 
among the men engaged on these 
works. The next man Wilkerson recov- 
ered, by diving, was Andrew Baird, one of 
the contractors, who arrived here only this 
morning and was on the bridge with his 
brother Robert, inspecting the work. He in- 
tended to go away tenight. Robert has been 
here all along superintending the work. These 
Baird Bros. were engaged on the great bridge 
at Memphis and have had much experience 
in bridge building. Wilkerson after telling 
his story started for the river, saying: “Iam 
going to keep on diving, and at sunset he 
was zealously keeping his word. 

There is one point in which all testimony 
agrees. ‘That point is that the fall was in the 
twinkling of an eye with no warning. A point 
on which there is no testimony is what caused 
the false work to giv@ way. There are con- 
jectures that the piling was not driven deeply 
enough in the bottom of the river. But the 
structure did not sink, it snapped. It was not 
strong enough though it looked so. 

The wounded were scattered all over the 
there cities of Cincinnati, Covington, and

Methods in Court. 

Aww Annon, Mich., June 15.—[Special. |— 
The Prince Michael case was resumed today. 
Among the witaesses imported by the defense 
were Bickie and his wife, two of the tribe, who 
aro on hand to testify against their daughter, 
the complaining witness.

Emma 
Butler was one of the members of the God 
house whose faith has not been shaken, 
although she has been detained as a witness 
by the police several months. She was put 
on the stand by the defense, who tried to prove 
by her that there was nothing wrong in their 
practices, but her testimony was not credi- 
ble. On cross-examination she acknowledged 
receiving a communication from Michael 
urging her to be strong and “keep her peace.”’ 
Several witnesses were introduced who swore 
to Michael’s previous good reputation. The 
defense will close tomorrow and the case 
probably go to the jury Friday night. 


DEATH OF THE FAITH-CURE PRIEST. 


Father Mollinger Succumbs to an Allment 
Which Developed on St. Anthony’s Day. 
PrrrssurG, Pa., June 15.—The Rev. Father 

Mollinger, the famous priest and physician, 

died at 2 o’clock this afternoon. Father Mol- 

linger was stricken last Monday (St. Antho- 
ny’s day) while ministering to the thousands 
of pilgrims that had come here from all parts 
of the country to be healed. He gradually 
grew worse, and today an operation was per- 
formed for rupture of the stomach, Instead 


of relieving him he began to sink rapidly, and 


in a few hours was dead. 

When the tidings became known to the peo- 
ple in the vicinity of the church the excite- 
ment was intense. Hundreds of invalids who 
were boarding close to the church in the hopes 
of being healed of their infirmities were 
stricken with terror, and more than one was 
heard to exclaim that there was now 
no hope for their own recovery. 
Others who had already been treated 
wept forthe good old man, through, whose 
ministry they had been made whele. The 
Rev. Father Mollinger was born in Holland, 
and was educated as a physician, but later 
joined the priesthood. He was 70 years of 
age and reputed to be worth from $2.000,000 
to $3,000,000. The fame of his miracles is 
world-wide.

The news had spread and parents ran to the 
scene to look for their children. The living 
were huddled together in mortal terror; the 
wounded were groaning and shrieking, and 
the dead were stretched out forever silent. 
The lamentations of the parents mingled 
with the cries of the maimed and helpless 
children, the whole forming a scene of 
anguish. | 

The terrible cyclone lasted but a few min- 
utes, but in that short space of time hundreds 
of houses were torn down, cattle killed, trees 
uprooted, anda stretch of country several 
miles long and three in width was completely 
devastated. 

Mrs. A. Kingston, the wife of a farmer, and 
her child, aged 8 months, are dying, her house 
having been blown down, She was buried 
beneath the ruins. 

At the Town of St. Therese the damage 
done by the storm was equally severe. The 
schoolhouse there was also blown down while 
thirty children were in it. Two of them were 
killed, and many seriously injured. Damage 
to property is even greater than at St. Rose. 
During the progress of the cyclone it was as 
dark as night. The wind was terrific. It de- 
molished many buildings, it tore down trees, 
and the lightning killed scores of cattle and 
horses. 

In the Templeton District the storm raged 
with great fury. When it reached the home- 
stead of ex-Mayor John MeEiroy the family 
were seated at diner. From its solid 
stone foundation the duildmg was 
raised like a paper box, dashed to 
the ground, and overturned, while rafters and 

| were blown far over 


so as to be scarcely conscious. 

At Upton, near St. Hyacinthe, two chuldren 
were killed and a number of houses torn 
down, and serious damage was down to prop- 
erty and to crops. At Lachette, Sherbrooke, 
St. Johns, Renfrew, and other places in the 
province damage amounting to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars was done by the cyclone, 
which seems to have swept everything before 
it.

IT IS WAR OUT IN WYOMING, 


Federal Troops Sent to the Scene and Mar. 
tial Law to Prevail. a 

Wasurneror, D. C., June 15.—[ Special.] — 
That the President regards the war between 
the cattle kings and rustlers in Wyoming as a 
serious matter is evident from the number of 
troops ordered to the scene of the trouble.

The Palmer men from the central part 
of the State and Donnelly and Goodwin of the 
Fifth District will act with the Chicago dele- 
gates, and they count on being able to con- 
trol the action of the delegation us far as the 
Presidential question is concerned.

The Democrats of Illinois are by no means

Carter Harrison's Shining Snickersnee. 

The couditions of the present contest, so far 
as Illinois is concerned, are both amusing and 
complicated. Carter H. Harrison, who wil! 
be permitted to view the proceedings from the 
gallery, can only make himself felt by bom- 
barding the delegates through his newspaper. 
He loves Morrison not even a little bit. or- 
rison beat him out of a Senatorial nomination 
once. He hates Palmer more than he dislikes 
Morrison. During the last Mayoralty canvass 
Gen. Palmer with the ** Gallant 101 came to 
Chicago and sturmed Bridgeport and the 
Healey slough for the grund old man of 
the sea, De Witt ©. Cregier. They lost the 
battle, it is true, but Harrisun has been carry- 
ing a bit of metaphorical lead pipe up his 
sleeve, waiti a chance to get a swipe at 
Palmer ever since that memorable event. His 
day has come. 

udge Goudy is working ever so hard for 
Cleveland. He is go among the Illinois 
delegates to the National convention urging 
each and every one to use his best efforts 0 
give the forty-eight votes from this State to 
Cleveland on the first ballot. He knows as 
well ae anybody elise that unless Cleveland 
inakes it on the firat round and gets the two- 
thirds of the convention necessary to secure 
tne nomination the celegation will not unite 
on the second ballot. Palmer’s friends, and 
he has probably from thirteen to fifteen in the 
delegation, are committed to Cleveland’s in- 
terest by the declarations of the Senator him- 
self. They are bound to vote for him out of a 
spirit of common decency, but await only the 
first opportunity to break away. Palmer will 
be voted for, it is said, on unquestioned 
authority, by a part of the 
tion from IIlinois in case Cleveland is 
not nominated on the first ballot. 
Morrison’s friends, in the main, are more 
zealous in support Clevelana than are those 
of Gen. Palmer. When Jehu Baker beat Col. 
Morrison for Congress in the Eighteenth Dis- 
trict, Mr. Cleveland appointed the Colonel as 
one ot the Inter-State Commissioners, a 
position he has filled eversince. The rela- 
tions between the two gentlemen have always 
been, and are today, of the most friendly 
nature. Col. Morrison knew every time in 
advance the references made by Mr. Cleve- 
land in his messages to Congress touching the 
tariff. He was & welcome guest at the White 
House, and enjoyed to the fullest extent the 
President’s confidence. He will not allow 
Judge Goudy, nor any other IIlinoisau, to 
make a greater show of fealty. For all this, 
however, Palmer’s friends, and those of 
Morrison too, will; if the fight in New York 
grows in intensity, as everyone believes it 
will, not shed many tears if Cleveland be 
gotten out of the way. 

Who Will Muke the Sacrifice? 

Morrison has a strong follow in the 
South, which he gets through such men as 
Mills of Texas, Blount of Georgia, Carlisle of 
Kentucky, and other representatives of tariff 
reform. issouri is friendly to him, and so 
are many of the States and Territories of the 
Far West. But the question which is perplex- 
ing them all is one relating to precedence. 
Palmer’s followers make the point that in case 
Cleveland is not nominated their candidate 
must receive the zealous support of the IIli- 
nuis delegation so lng as there isa show ‘for 
him. Thenthey declare they will be willing 
to ge to Morrison if Palmer cannot be nowi- 
nated and Morrison can, This is the point of 
controversy between the two crowds, and with 
the view of healing it and preventing a breach 
which will be disastrous in its cunsequences 
in the State campaign, an informal meeting 
of the delegation has been called for Saturday 
night of this week. 

Clayton E. Crafts has aspirations for the 
Chairmanship of the convention. His chances 
of succeas are not believed to be particularly 
bright when one considers the fact that Chi 
cagu has been honored in the selection of the 
location of the assemblage, and it has no right 
to ask for anything more, Within the last 
forty-eight hours some of his most intimate 
friends among the delegates, seeing that his 
show of success for the Chairmanship is small, 
have been pressing him for Chairman of the 
delegation.

He passed the most of the 
day with Simon P. Sheerin discussing the 
preliminary arrangements and getting things 
ig shape, so the members of the National oom- 
mittee will have little to do in the way of de- 
tail work in allotting tickets. 

“The arrangements as made so far are 
subject to change by the National committee, 

a statement from me is liable to be mu- 
leading. It. is not likely, however, that the 
committee will change the numbers and en- 
trances as arranged, The tickets have been 
printed are now rendy for distribution. 
Each ticket will have a letter which will desig- 
nate the number of the section it s good for 
and the location of the entrance. o seats 
are to be numbered and each holder of a 
ticket will take choice 6f the Vacant seats. 
There ure to be five coupons, each one goud 
for an admission to one session, the coupon 
be ing detached at the door on entering. 
Should there be more than five sessions, which 
is not cunsidered prubabie, the ticket without 
the coupons will probably be accepted for 
admissions, All the tickets are printed from 
steel plates made by the New York Bank 
Note company, and the chance for counter- 
feiting will be reduced to the minimum. 

“As arranged so far the ticket lettered A 
will be for the platform seats, delegates and 
reporters. Those for the delegates and piat- 
form seats are to be green and for reporters 
white, with a badge to be worn by the holder, 
The entrances on Michigan avenue are for 
these ticket». Tickets lettered B and D are 
for the Washington street entrances. The 
tickets lettered will be pink aud those let- 
tered D will be purple, Tickets lettered C, or- 
ange, and E. olive, will be for admission at the 
Madison street entrances, Letter F. in blue, 
and G, in brown, will be for the Washington 
street galleries. No tickets will be accepted 
at any other entrance than the one designated 
by the letter, and when the holder leaves the 
hall the ticket will not be accepted for admis- 
sion until the succeeding session.

Wasuineton, D. C., June 15:—[Special. ]— 
Fully a dozen Democratic Senators will leave 
the city for Chicago within a day or two, but 
who these same Senators will work for is not 
known, except in one or two instances, even 
to the Senators themselves.

Among the Senators who will 
lay aside their Senatorial duties fora while 
are Messrs.Gorman, Pasco, Faulkner, 
Blodgett, McPherson, Vi'as, Gibson of Mary- 
land, Mills, Butler, Ransom, Brice, and prob- 
ably Blackburn. Of these Senators Gor-

patriotism. Jur delegates to the National — 
vention go uninstructed except to use their best 
endeavors for the success of the Democratic party 
and its principles, and to cast the vote of the 
State as a unit under the majority rule. 

After a short parliamentary wrangle ex- 
Congressman Gunter got the floor, took the 
stand that nineteen-twentieths of the people 
of Arkansas were for Cleveland and he 
thought this con vention ought to so instruct 
its delegates. Not to do so was to say that the 
people of Arkansas did not have courage to 
say who they were for, or else they were not 
in favor of Cleveland. If the convention 
failed to instruct its delegates the members 
would regret it. Col. Gunter was followed by 
all the prominent delegates in the convention, 
a large majority favoring the resolution 
offered by the committee. 


Made a Great Speech. 

It was at this juncture in the proceedings 
that the speech of the whole convention was 
delivered, and that, too, by a man who was 
not known personally to any one in the con- 
vention. The debate on instructions had 
waxed warm and speeches had been mada pro 
and con.

In Habeas Corpus Proceedings His Ball Is 
Fixed at $9,000. ‘ . 0 1 

It Jerry Trumbly gets out o ounty 
Jail he will have to furnish bondsmen Who 
will risk $9,000 on his appearance for trial. 
The amount was originally $16,000. After the 
conclusion of the testimony yesterday Judge 
Brentano discharged the defendant on the 
charge of conspiracy to commit murder and 
held him to the Criminal Court on two other 
charges in $9,000 bail. 

The matter came before the court on a pe- 
tion fora writ of habeas corpus alleging that 
the bail was excessive. Only two witnesses 
were examined, Albert Gates and Alexander 
Parks gave a clear account of Trum- 

‘ brutal assault Joseph 
Then Perry addressed 
the court. Admitting all the things al 
leged by the prosecution to be true, Mr. 
Hull claimed it only proved Trumbly guilty 
of an assault with adeadly weapon with in- 
teut to do bodily injury. This was a mi- 
demeanor and hence the bail was outrageous- 
ly excessive. ‘“*Had Mr, Fish,“ said Mr. Hull.

In regard to the conspiracy charge Attorney 
Furrest for the State said the witnesses 
by whom he hoped to prove who inspired the 
assault had been spirited away.

In giving his decision Judge Brentano said 
that so far as the evidence went there was 
nothing to show a conspiracy. ‘ To say,” he 
said. that this assault was brutal would be 
to degrade the brute. creauon. It was more 
than brutal. It was savage and terrible. I 
shall fix the bail on the charge of assault with 
intent to commit murder at 57,000, and on the 
charge of assault with intent to commit bodily 
en at $2,000,”’

Charitable Women Will Organize Sections 
of the Needlework Guild, 

Charitable women, always searching for 
some new means of relieving distress, have 
organized the Needlework Guild of America. 
The object of this association, which is 
modeled somewhat on the plan of the King’s 
Daughters, is to provide plain, substantial, 
new garments for men, women, wid children 
in or leaving hospitals, homes, asylums, or 
other charitable institutions. Heretofore 

tients have generally been compelled to 
eave such institutions in the same clothing in 
which they came, 

This iid, which is entirely non-sec- 
tarian, has taken a strong foothold io 
England, where it was organized by Lady 
Wolverton in 1882. rhe American guild was 
established in Philadelphia three years 
and since then has ex- 
tended to eighteen principal cities and 
sixteen States of the Union. re. J. W.

Location of Marine Disesters Shown on an 
Offici«al Map. 

The United States Weather Bureau has just 
issued a handsome chart of the great lakes 
showing the location of all serious wrecks 
from 1886 to 1891 inclusive. Each wreck is 
indicated by a number printed on the map at 
the point where the wreck occurred, By ref. 
erence to the same number on a marginal list 
full information about the wreck is obtained. 
For instance, opposite Evanston the number 
141 is printed. In the margin, under No. 141. 
the following information is given: 

No. 141, Lake Michigan — Steamer Calumet 
sprung 4 leak in a heavy northeast gale and snow- 
storm Nov. . 1 The steamer was headed for 
the shore, foundered, and became a total loss. 
Estimated value of vessel, $100,000; cargo, $8,000; 
total, $104,000. 

In all 147 wrecks are recorded, and these are’ 
distributea as follows: Lake Michigan, 53; 
Erie, 85; Huron, 27; Superior, 23: Ontario, 9. 

The information was cornviled principall 
by Dr. Penrod, marine agent at Cleveland, 
O., and is sent out by the Weather Bureau to 
life-saving stations, marine officers, vessel- 
owners, and shippers, and lake marine inter- 
ests generally. .

FOURTH ALARM DURING A YEAR, 


Prompt Service of the Fire Dep«rtment 
Again Saves the Springer Building. 

Once more the Warren Springer fire-trap, 
Nos. 195 to. 205 Clinton street, has been saved 
from detruction by the prompt action of the 
Fire Department. A still alarm was turned 
in at 7:08 last evening, and was responded to 
by Marshal Chainpion, with fire companies 
Nos. 2and5.

MUST PUBLISH HIS CONVICTION, 


Sentence Imposed on M. Drumont, Jour- 
nalist, Convicted of Libel. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Pants, June 15.—A curious revolution took 
place today in our literary and judicial cus- 
toms. For the first time in the history of the 
press of France a jury has recognized the 
principle that heavy damages should be 
awarded in a case of defamation of character. 

M. Drumont, the well-known anti-Semite, 
who recently accused Deputy Burdeau of ac- 
cepting a bribe from Baron Rothschild, the 
Deputy being at that time engaged in draft- 
ing a bill relating to the Bank of France, 
was promptly prosecuted by M. Bur- 
deau, and being found guilty today was 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonment and 
to pay a fine of 1,000 francs. Moreover, the 
court ordered that the sentence be published 
in several journals, and that the amount of 


+ the fine be spent in this way, and that for 


eight days special prominence should be given 
to the sentence on the first page of Drumont’s 
own jourual, La Libre Parole. 

This is certainly a novel sentence and one 
which furnishes ample food for reflection to 
those journalists O have for some time past 
indulged far too freely in caiumnious and 
libelous statements The trial proved that 
there was absolutely no foundation fur M. Dru- 
mont’s accusation. M. Drumont testified that 
certain persons informed him of the charge 
against Deputy Burdeau, but these persons 
testified in court that they knew nothing about 
tne charge except what they heard from some 
other persons whose identity is shrouded in 
mystery. Under these circumstances a ver- 
dict of guilty was inevitable. 

What makes the case specially remarkable, 

however, is the fact that M. Drumont’s at- 
tack was really directed against the Roths- 
childs and the Jews. Baron Rothschild was 
summoned as a witness, and gave his testi- 
tf calinly. 
1am not a potentate,” he said, “and in 
financial matters I take no steps without the 
assent and coéperation of the other bankers 
who are my colleagues. 
Barou's entire testimony is embodied 
in this simple statement, and absolutely noth- 
ing more was learned in regard to the opera- 
tions of those who are rightly called the 
“princes of flnance.“ 

Among journalists and bankers the trial 
caused considerable excitement. It is 
certainly a matter for regret that 
a män of great ability like , 
Drumont, whose talent as an author is well- 
known, should waste his valuable time in pos- 
ing as the champion of lost causes and in pro- 
mulgating ideas which are wholly opposed to 
the modern spirit of liberty and 
equality. For my part I don't be 
lieve that the anti-Semitist will ever 
become popular in France. In the first place 
there are not enough Jews in the country, and 
hence the people have little opportunity to 
criticise and find fault with the Jewish char- 
acter, and in the second place the average 
Frenchman is a good deal of an unbeliever, 
and will never consent to persecute Jews 
simply on account of their religion.

Vaxpanratso, June 15.—Advices from Monte- 
video are to the effect that Minister of Finance 
Ramisez refuses to consider the request of the 
President to retain office, declaring that the 
financial situation is calamitous.

MONEY FOR IRELAND. 


READY RESPONSE MADE TO RED- 
MOND’S PLEA, 


Great Gathering Indorses the Parnellites— 
Iowa Irishmen Wilt Not Contribate— 
Consul-General New Returns to London 
Pleased with the Work He Did at Min- 
neapolis—North American Comp ny Di. 
rectors Re-elected—A Prisoner's Frank- 
ness Avails Him Naught. 


New Tonk, June 15.—[Special.]—There 
was a distinct flavor of the land of shamrocks 
in the Academy of Music this evening and 
$3,000 was subscribed by enthusiastic friehds 
to the cause of Ireland. The great auditorium 
which the divine Patti has filled with her 
liquid notes so often rang with the Irish 
slogan, and the inspiring strains of “ The 
Wear:ng o' the Green raised to fever pitch 
from time totime the great audience which 
came to see John E. Redmond, the Irish 
member of Parliament. Before the doors 
were opened a great crowd swayed around the 
building, both on the Fourteenth street and 


Irving place sides. : 

Hundreds of people displayed the green in 
badges of different kinds and green handker- 
chiefs. A great crowd of sympathizers who 
did not go inside cheered the prominent peo- 
ple who arrived in carriages. Among them 
was Chauncey M. Depew, who was recognized 
just as he was entering in time to be greeted 
by acheer. Mr. Depew sat in the lower box 
on the right hand side, facing the stage. 
He did not make a speech, The big cheer 
announced the arrival of three carriages. 
They were preceded by Bayne’s Sixty-ninth 
Regiment band playing an Irish air. The 
first carriage contained Mr. Redmond, Ed- 
ward 1 Chairman of the Reception 
committee, Roderick J. Kennedy, Treasurer. 
and Gen. O’Beirne. In the second carriage 
were William Powers, William Comyns, 
Judge Wauho Lynn, and Secretary John 
Brennan. The third carriage contained 
James R. Rice, Judge H. J. Murray, ex-Con- 
gressman Quinn, and Peter Sommers. 

There was a tempest of cheers when Mr. 
Redmond ‘stepped forward. Mr. Redmond 
began his address with a glowing tribute to 
Parnell. He said: 

Parnell preached the doctrine that we Irish- 
men were the equals of the Englishmen who 
sought to be our masters. He fought and even 
when he had but a band of men-—leés than a 
score—by his side he defeated one after the other 
each of the great political parties, and finally he 
brought one of these great English parties to ad- 
mit the justice of our claim. 

This was the position when last I stood on an 
American platform. What is the position today? 
The National unity has been destroyed. The 
National party is distract d, the national * 
are jeopardized, the national leader is dead. Dis- 
tractful the Irish National party looks around in 
vain for a man fitted tu take that place. [Criesof 
“ You, you, you will do.“ 

The first propusals for peace made by the oppo- 
sition came from T. P. O'Connor in a public 
speech. He stated that in the struggle for home 


rule for Ireland the V in the British : 


Parliament should include all shades of Nation- 
alists. It should not be considered the triumph 
of a party, but the nation. Mr. O’Connor further 
said. I am for a policy of conciliation, consider- 
ation, and kindness, a policy of fair and propor- 
tomate representation for the followers of Par- 
nell.“ 

Continuing, the speaker said that a settle- 
ment on these lines was rendered by Dillon, 
Mcfarthy, and O’Brien, and that the Parnell- 
ites were willing to accept it; but they could 
not consent to accept ten or twelve seats while 
their opponents were allowed seventy-six. 
Tim Healy bad been their principal opponent 
and Mr. Redmond appealed to the Irishmen 
of the United States not to let the party be 
driven from public life. He then reviewed 
his personal efforts to bring about unity, ete., 
all of which came to naught through the bit- 
terness of Mr. Healy. Quoth he: 

If there was only a truce until Mr, Gladstone 
should be returned to power, and as quickly 
as possible, some measure of home rule which 
would abolish the armed police force might be 
secured. The Irish members will never consent 
to half measures. Come weal, come woe, we. are 
prepared to stand on Parnell’s principles and we 
will refuse to merge our forces in any Euaglish 
party no matter how fair it may appear. We 
will never barter away our independence. 

Next Mr Redmond read a cablegram which 
he today received from Mr. nN in 
which it was stated that every propbsiticn had 
been rejected and that the Whigs were deter- 
mined to defeat every man who stood by Par- 
nell. Mr. Redmond continued: 

Then I demand of you, if you are earnest and 
have not come here to hoodwink me [cries ‘‘No, 
no' J. that you will resist this attempt on the part 
of Healy to drive us from public life. 
1 demaud your support, and in 
closing let me gay, lift up pour 
hearts, for Ireland has suffered too much and en- 
countered too many defeats to be disheartened 
now, even as this blow came just as she stocd on 
the threshold of freedom. A little self-abnega- 
tion, a little more toleration to the loyalty of 
union and independence when the cause our 
fathers fought and died for will triumph. Then 
Ireland’s honor will be vindicated and her martyrs 
justified. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Redmond’s address 
the following resolution was adopted: 

Resolvet, That the proposals of peace offered 
by Mr. Redmond and Mr. Harrington afforda 
fair means of stopping strife without injuring 
the interests of either section. Neither section 
should attack the seats held by the others. That 
the earnest and substanti support of the 
friends of Ireland iu America is hereby pledged 
to the independent Irish party in the deference 
of our national principles against internal defec- 
taon and outside aggression.

The President Said to Have Asked Him to 
take Clarkson’s Place. 

Advices received yesterday are to the effect 
that General Land Commissioner Carter will 
be offered the position of Chairman of the 
Republican National committee. Mr. Carter 
is visiting his Montana home at present. 

Gen. Charles S. Warren, member of the 
National committee from Montana until re- 
cently. whois thoroughly posted on the politics 
and politicians of the Norihwest,is at the 
Leland, When shown the dispatch regarding 
ne pr bable appoinment of Mr. Carter as 
Chairman of the committee last night, he said: 

“Mr, Carter was the first Congreasman 
from Montana when that Territory became a 
State. He was appointed by President Har- 
rison as General Land Commissioner in 1890, 
to succeed Gen. Goff of West Virginia, resigned. 
I understand that whoever is preferred by 
President Hgrrisof will be selected by the 
committee, If the choice should fall on Mr.

NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY DI- 
RECTORS MRET AND CONFER. 


Several Recommendations Are Made for the 
Purpose of Making the Institution More 
Useful—One of the Most Important Is to 
Sell Non-Productive Property and Put 
the Money Where It Will Be Earning— 
Dr. Roger’s Reception~Commenceme t

at the Lake Forest University. 


The Board of Trustees of the Northwestern 


University assembled for the second session 
this week yesterday morning at 10 o’clock in 
the university hall. The trustées continued 
in session for an hour and a half and ad- 
journed to meet at 2 p. m. in executive ges- 
sion, At the morning session several 
of the standing comunittees turned in 
their reperts. The committee on the Presi- 
dept’s report indorted emphatically that part 
of Dr. Rogers’ statement which adyocated the 
sale of the unproductive real estate belonging 
to the university and investing the proceeds in 
improvements on the remaining real estate, 
thereby increasing the income to the institu- 
tion, The President’s report, with a few slight 
changes, was adopted entire. 

The report of Dr. D. R. Dyche on the pre- 
paratory school recommended the erection of 
a building adequate to the demands, and was 
adupted. The report of the Land committee 
showed the amount the University possesses 
in real estate is $2,009,772, one-third of which 
is unproductive. The intention of the board 
is to convert this unproductive real estate into 
productive interests. 

At the executive session of the trustees held 
at 2 p. m. the morning’s business was con- 
tinued. The Committee on Library and Mu- 
seum reported through its Chairman, Richard 
Haney, that the library had been visited, and 
that the books and periodicals were well 
kept, but that the urgent need of the new 
library building was felt on every side. The 
library now contains 25,000 bound volumes 
and 10,000 pamphlets. Eight hundred and 
eighty-two volumes have been added durmg 
the present year, most of which were pur- 
chased. The museum was also found to be 
badly crowded. The donors that have added 
to the museum were recognized in the report 
and the $300 appropriated to make improve- 
ments to the museum apparatus. The com- 
mittee also recognized the $50,000 given dur- 
ing the year by Orrington Lunt, and smaller 
a.nounts by other individuals towards the new 
library building fund. 

Wants the Name Changed. 

Dr. David R. Dyche presented a supple- 
mentary report on the preparatory school, 
recommending that the name of tat institu- 
tion ve changed to Academy, the 
name to be completed by the Executive com- 
mittee of the trustees. Prof, Ernest W. Huff- 
cut of the University of Indiana was elected 
to a professorship in the law 
school at a salary of $2,500 a year. 
The Committee on the President’s report, 
through the Chairman, O. H. Horton, recom- 
mend that Miss Emily b. Wheeler, now acting 
Professor of the Romance Languages, be 
elected to the same position for another year. 
Her salary was referred to the Executive com- 
mittee. It was recommended that Prof. 
Henry S. White of Clark University be elected 
Associate Professor of Mathematics, and also 
that the resignation of Charles S. Cook as 
Professor of Rhysics be accepted. 

A lot of new statutes were proposed and 
discussed by the trustees, and finally referred 
to the dniversity council, composed of several 
of the faculty from each department of the 
university. A by-law was passed by virtue of 
which hereafter two meetings of the trustees 
will te held annually, the second wmeet- 
ing to be held the first Tuesday of 
each February and at some place 
in Chicago, in place of Evanston where the 
June meeting is always held. An important 
statute in reference to the University’s con- 
nection with Lake Michigan was passed and 
added to the list of revised statutes. This 


was introdaced by Dr. Arthur Edwards, and. 


seconded by Dr. D. R. Dycbe. It read as

The committee further recom- 
mended that the board signify its approval of 
the erection of an addition to the present 
building, capable of accommodating not less 
than fifty students, and that the Executive 
committee be authorized to 
with ite construction: also, that provisions 
be made for heating the entire building 
by steam or hot water and lighting it by elec-

The Italian Massacre. 


“Tell me something about the Italian mas- 
sacre which gave Blaine and Harrison an op- 
portunity to show their diplomatic quality.” 

Not much is said about it any more. Of 
the many revolutions and outbreaks which 
have happened in New Orleans that I suppose 
was the most horrid of all. I do not know 
that you are aware that Senator Ailison was 
down there at the time. I read the bill or 
proclamation calling the roeeting at the base 
of the Clay statue, and I said to Allison, ‘I 
fear-this is going to produce some very extraor- 
dinary commotions from what I have seen 
of the past; don’t you want tocome with me 
and see this meeting organize apd see what it 
will do?’ Mr. Allison said he did not; he had 
no liking tor matters of that sort. I stood 
and saw what was being done. Some 2,000 to 
3.000 people assembled, heard the speech, and 
when told to fall in, commenced to march 
towards the jail about three-quarters of a mile 
distant. There were not more than forty 
Winchester rifles in that body. Accessions 
increased the procesion to 4,000 more. The 
sheriff probably knew what he had todo, and 
they easily got into the jail and proceeded to 
kill the Italians, some other prisoners whom 
it was desired to spare having been previously 
moved out of the way.” 

„Is it the opinion in New Orleans that the 
depredators, the assassins, were the same men 
killed in the jail?’’ I 

There is very grave doubt on the subject. 
That some of them were in the plot to assas- 
sinate Henderson is generally believed, but 
that all who were killed had to do directly 
with that plot or act is in grave doubt. The 
real cause of that summary proceeding was 
that these Italians had for the first time assas- 
sinated an American. There is no doubt that 
they were in the habit of assassinating each 
other and had many times done murders by 
concert and premeditation upon each other.“ 

Has the massacre had any effect to retard 
immigration to New Orleans?“ 

„None whatever. I, as Collector of the 
port, sent the revenue cutter down just after 
this trouble to protect a large shipload of 
Italians about to land. The Italians are very 
quiet, andon the other side, too, has been a 
luli.’

Tuis feeling may extend 
even to Massachusetts, which, though ban- 
nered under the name of Cieveland, has a 
bright, aspiring man in Russell, who might 
be the Eastern alternative of Cleveland if he 
could be beaten. But what is the generalship 
of these opponents of Cleveland if these dele- 
gations presenting some Democratic Alger or 
McKinley or Reed say that Cleveland is their 
second choice? They seek to escape from 
something; Cleveland and his following seek 
to pen them in and subjugate them. 

There is left the Western movement of 
which the chief representative left is Gov.

SUIT TO RECOVER FORFEITURE INTEREST 


The Legalty of a Clause in Kansas Mort- 
3  gages.to Be Decided,

cide as to the legality of charging forfeiture 
interest on notes given by mortgageors. It 
has been the custom when money has been 
loaned upon real estate to give a first mort- 
gage secured by priacipal notes .drawing 7 
per cent interest, and a second mortgage with 
notes drawing 2 per cent interest. The first 
mortgage and notes were for the benefit of 
the parties owning the money, while the 
second mortgage and notes were for the en- 
terprising agent who had made the loan, to 
which sometimes was added a handsome cash 
commission. In the first mortgage, securing 
the principe! bond and interest coupons, is 
usually an insignificant clause providing that 
if there be default in the payment of principal 
or any interest coupon when due then the en- 
tire amount shall pay 12 per cent from date. 
This fine type clause is generally overlooked 
by the anxious borrower, and possibly he 
would pay no attention to it if by any chance 
he did see it.

had been given. The interest had been 
promptly met when due for Four years and six 
— For some reason the tenth — 4 
annual interest coupon was not paid when 
due, and suit was brought to recover a pen- 
alty of 5 percent from the date of the loan.

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THE THREE EX-BEPUBLICAN CANDI- 
° DATES. ö 

Yesteraay’s TUN announced the arrival 
in this city of the advance guard of the Boies 
boomers who will work for the next week to 
secure the Tammany Hall and Confederate 
nomination for the Governor of Iowa. 

It is singular that three ex-Repyblicans— 
Boies, Palmer, and Gray—should be aspirants 
for that nomination, There was a time when 
the Democratic party did not dream of look- 
ing on refugees from the ranks of its oppo- 
nents as Presidential pbssibilities. It had al- 
ways an abundance of men born and bred iu 
the organization, dyed · in- the- wool Democrats 


‘who ne ver cast au anti- Democratic vote or had 


an anti- Democratic thought, from whom to 
select a candidate, But now it is not shocked 
at the thought of putting a Republican de- 
serter at the head of its forces. 

Eight years ago Gov. Boies was an enthusias- 
tie Blaine man, worked for him with as inuch 
zeal as any other Republican in Iowa, and was 
bitterly disappointed when he was defeated. 
He did not quit the Republican party because 
he was a mugwump, but he drifted away from 
it because he was opposed to prohibition. He 
was nominated by the Democrats in 1889 for 
the purpose of drawing the votes of the Inde- 
pendent Republicans who were dissatisfied 
with prohibition, So when he was inaugurated 
in 1890 he said: I am not at liberty to regard 
my position as a purely partisan victory. I 
recognize the fact that my election is due to 
the united action of men of different political 
parties. 

But Deriocracy is one of those bad habits 
which grow on a man, and the Independent- 
Republican Boies of 1889. 90 had become a 
full-fledged Democrat by 1891, and was 
shrieking about the alleged depressed state of 
agriculture in lowa and abusing the reciproci- 
ty policy which was opening new markets for 
his fellow farmers as lustily as if he had been 
a Democrat all his life. His supporters are 
trying to make it out now that he left the Re- 
publican party because he did not like its 
tariff policy. But the fact is that it was 
whisky, not tariff duties, which made him a 
Democrat. * 

The reasons for Palmer’s desertion, which 
was of earlier date, are more generally 
known. He went over to the Democracy be- 
cause he could not rid himself of his in- 
grained State sovereignty notions, his depart- 
ure being hastened by his hostility to Gen. 
Sheridan growing out of what tne latter did 
to help Chicago at the time of the fire of 1871. 
President Grant sustained Sheridan in his 
good work and the Republican party did not 
take sides with Palmer and reprimand Grant. 
Therefore Gov. Palmer packed up his luggage 
and left. In those days he was a tolerably 
high protectionist and has never since avowed 
himself to be a free-trader, nor has he been a 
68-cent dollarite nor a fiatist. While he doubt- 
less would have turned Democrat sooner or 
later he left when he did out of personal pique. 

Gov. Gray Greeleyized because the Repub- 
licans did not give him all the offices he 
wanted, or because he disliked Grant, or fur 
some such reason. He always was a pro- 
tectionist, and if he has turned free-trader 
since joining the Bourbons he has taken no 
pains to make the fact public. If he is a free- 


trader he is not proud of it. His military 


record was not such as to hurt him much with 
his present friends. He was a Colonel, it is 
true, but it was for a few months only, and he 
did no damage to the Confederacy during that 
period. | 

Such are the records of three leading candi- 
dates for the Democratic nomination. That 
party must indeed be hard up for Presidential 
timber when it can contemplate with equa- 
nimity the prospect of the selection of any 
one of them as ita national leader. 


THE CROP REPORT. 

* At last the country has before it facts, is 
the language with which the New York Bulle- 
tin begins an article on the crop situation in 
the United States and estimates in regard to 
it by the Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington. The official report indicates that the 
wheat acreage is substantially the same now as 
a year ago, and its statement of conditions at 
the close of last month may be regarded as 
warranting the idea that the winter wheat 
yield will be 40,000,000 bushels less than then. 
But the Bulletin thinks the official returns of 
spring wheat acreage are likely to be too 
small, because there is scanty time in which 
to obtain the information, actual planting in 
a backward season such as this being con- 
tinued till very late in the spring.”’ But it is 
that very backwardness which leads many 
people in the trade here to think there must 
be some mistake in the other direction, as they 
cannot understand how so much land could be 
seeded in the Northwest this year as last, seeing 
that a great deal of the ground has most of the 
time been under water. The condition of the 
spring wheat that was growing two weeks ago 
may be very good, as indicated by the depart- 
ment report, but it is difficult to think that 
the total yield of that variety is likely to be 
but 10,000,000 bushels less than in 1891, Ex- 
tensive private inquiry made in the latter 
part of last month was believed to justify the 
estimate that the wheat area in the North- 
west was not more than two-thirds as large as 
@ year previously, and the weather condi- 
tions during the last few days of May did 
not favor the extinguishment of the aereal dis- 
advantage previously noted. 

So it may be a grave mistake t> suppose 
that the facts are known as stated. 
These alleged facts may be found to differ 
widely from the truth, the crucial test being 
furnished by the harvest returns. The as- 
sumption that the wheat crop of this year will 
amount approximately to 560,000,000 bushels, 
or less than 10 per cent below the abundant 
yield of last summer, does not appear to be 
justified by the real facts.“ It is true that a 
great deal of moisture is followed by a good 
crop when the water is drained or evapurated 
offin time to allow the grain to grow and 
mature, but this cannot be confidently af- 
firmed for all the area séeded to winter wheat, 
even supposing that the storm season is now 
over, of which there is no certainty. And 
when it is remembered that the wheat crop of 
the United States has never risen to the height 
of 500,000,000 bushels except in 1884 and last 
year, it may be deemed unwise to figure out 
an estimate of more than that half a billion for 
1892, considering the extreme irregularity of 
the season and the admitted backwardneas of 
the crop because of that unusual irregularity. 

The report was almost silent in regard to 
corn. That crop is known to be backward, 
Much of the early planted was drowned out 
and rotted, and the total area of efficient 
growth must be far less than that of a year ago. 
The estimates of conservative men who watch 
the situation with an eye to business vary be- 
tween two-thirds and three-quarters of the 
yield of last year. and the balance of opinion 

seems to favor the inside fraction. But the 
latest crop was an enormous one, and con- 
sumption on the range and farm was less 
through the winter than that due to an aver- 


age season, other things being equal; so that | 


there must be a large reserve in spite of the 

free export movement, which is only a small 

percentage of the crop. . 
The official estimates on cotton agree fairly 


and | well private reports on the 
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a crop of 6,800,000 bales, or 1,200,000 less than 
the possible requirements for consumption. 
This does not amount to the 25 per cent re- 
duction agitated for by the Alliance leaders, 
but it is sufficient of a falling off to justify 
the hope of better prices for the product un- 
less it be found that the quantity held over 


from previous crops 1s great enough to keep 


up an excessive supply. Of course it is 
known that the most intelligent estimates for 
cotton, which are made as early as the begin- 
ning of June, are liable to be wide of the 
truth. 


WILD EXAGGERATIONS EXPOSED, 

The Joliet News seems to be under the im- 
pression that the volume of the sewage of a 
city depends on its area. It says that not 
more than one-tenth of the present Chicago 
is sewered, and draws the conclusion that if a 
drainage channel were constructed and the 
building of sewers kept up, it would not be 
long before ten times as much sewage would 
be produced in Chicago as is the case now, 
and would be sent down to Joliet. 

The production of sewage is not governed 
by area, but by population and occupation. 
When the sewage of the city is ten times 
greater than it is now, Chicago will have 
thirteen million inhabitants, or more than 
throe times as many as London, five times as 
many as Paris,and seven times as many as 
New York. Before that comes to pass Chi- 
cagbd will have cut another channel through 
the Calumet to the Sag. When the News has 
to resort to such riaiculous exaggerations 
about the quantity of sewage, it owns up that 
it is aware of the weakness of its case when 
honestly presented. 

The Joliet paper says, also, that a large 
part of the filthiest portion of the river never 
finds its way to Joliet—that filthy Stock- 
Yards dead end. On the contrary, the 
Stock-Yards drain new, and have drained in 
the past, into the canal, and thence down the 
Desplaines. When the river rises suddenly 
six, eight, ten, twelve, or more inches, as it 
often does when the wind gets into the east, 
and then falls with equal suddenness as much 
or more, the water and sewage of the Stock- 
Yards sloughs rush out into the South Branch 
and then turn southwest into the canal. This 
flushing process has taken place every week 
since the Stock-Yards were established. But 
the News knows quite well that the packing- 
houses are utilizing each year a larger per- 
centage of the offal and that only an inconsid- 
erable quantity of anima! refuge is discharged 
now into the sloughs. In a short time the 
small amount of refuse now wasted will be 
utilized for commercial purposes. The howl 
against the Stock-Yards shows how hard it is 
foradog to get rid of a bad name. The 
transgressions of former years did justify 
sharp comment, but the present offenses are 
slight. 

In spite of what the News may saya constant 
dilution of 300,000 cubic feet per minute will 
make the water passing through Joliet odorless 
and inoffensive to eyes or nose. The quantity 
of water flowing in the Thames and the Seine 
during the months from July to October or 
November is less than 300,000 cubic feet per 
minute. Hence with a drainage channel of 
that capacity Chicago would be better off than 
London or Paris for drainage facilities, and 
it will be many years before it exceeds either 
of them in population. 

A channel with a flow of 300,000 cubic feet 
per minute will give Joliet a water power 
equal to what Minneapolis has in the summer 
season. That would be an acquisition in a 
business way which is not to be sneezed at. 
Why does the News wish to hurt the prosperity 
of its city by depriving it of something which 
will add so much to its wealth and population? 

The News says it does not care about the 
ship-canal navigation phase of the case. 
Neither does Tan Tersunz. It is a humbug. 
It really has no legal status before the Drain- 
age Board. At the most it is a mere incident 
of the channel which has to be cut for sewer- 
age purposes, But in other ways, such as the 
supplying of a great water power, and the 
abatement of the annoyance growing out of 
the present method of sewage disposal, the 
drainage channel will be of the greatest value 
to Joliet. 


CHICAGO THE ONLY CONVENTION CITY. 

The Citizens’ Executite committee of the 
late Republican National convention and the 
Mayor of Minneapolis were a little previous 
in their assumption that the Democratic wig- 
wam had yielded to the storm Monday last 
as well as in their proposition to take the job 
of entertaining the Democratic convention off 
the hands of Chicago. They should under- 
stand that when Chicago undertakes to carry 
out a contract neither fire, lightning, cyclone, 
earthquake, nor any other cataclysm can pre- 
vent its fulfillment to the letter. 

The forwardnest of Minne’s proposition 
‘makes it necessary to say a few plain, honest 
words. It is the universal testimony of those 
who went to Minneapolis that it is not a con- 
vention city. Judged by the attendance it 
probably is convinced of that fact itself by 
this time. It is too far away from the center 
for gatherings of this kind. It involves need- 
less extra expense to get there. It wastes 
from twenty-four to thirty-six hours of time 
on the average. It has not the hotel room to 
accommodate crowds. It can never draw a 
crowd of people from all parts of the coun- 
try, It can only count on Minnesota, a part 
of Wisconsin, ana the Dakotas, and attend- 
ance from that section necessarily must. be 
small. Its main reliance for food, as was 
shown last week, is doughnuts and beans, 
which are not an attractive menu. It cannot 
furnish comfortable and spacious sleeping 
room and it should not be surprised that peo- 
ple do not like to lodge in sleeping-cars. Its 
talk about accommodating 100,000 people is 
all nonsense. It cannot properly take care 
of one-tenth of that number. ; 

The outcome of the recent convention, so 
far as locality is concerned, should be a lesson 
to the National committee not to go hereafter 
to small, remote places off in tne edge of the 
country, which are expensive and difficult of 
access. It should be a warning to them that 
however clamorously St. Louis, Omaha, Den 
ver, Louisville, Detroit, Boston, Wheeling, 
Portland, Ore., Portland, Me., or any other 
small or distant places may set themselves up 
as proper localities for National conventions, 
the crowd will not go there, because it cannot 
afford the time or the money and because 
it knows it cannot be comfortably ac- 
commodated when it gets there. People do 
not want to be exposed to the contingencies 
of sleeping cars or left to the tender mercies 
of church commuttees and private beaneries 
for their creature comfoits. There is but one 
convention city and its name is Chicago. It 
is centrally located and is the shortest dis- 
tance from everywhere, It can accommodate 
the largest possible number of people with 
the maximum of comfort, and can attend to 
the personal wants of every one. Probably 
five times more people would conie here 
voluntarily than the number which would go 
to Minneapolis under compulsion. Chicago 
has been tried over and over again, ‘and 
its facilities for takmg care of immense 
crowds have been demonstrated. It would

Without seeking to question the sincerity of 
the motives of the persons whose names are 
signed to this document, or of others who 
may have signed the roll of which they speak, 
it is right to ask them if they are not a little 
premature in their action. The Democrats 
have not made a nomination yet, and there is 
no certainty whom they will put in the field.

ALARMED BY ENGLISH FRANKNESS. 

In their comments on the proceedings of 
the Minneapolis convention, the London pa- 
pers, without distinction of party, expressed 
their delight at the defeat of Mr. Blaine, and 
predicted the nomination of Mr. Cleveland by 
the Democrats, asserting unanimously that 
„the sympathies of all free-traders should be 
with the champion of reform—Grover Cleve- 
land.” All of them took the ground that his 
elecfion would benefit English trade, which is 
in a depressed condition, owing in part to the 
protective and reciprocity policy of the United 
States, 

The junior Democratic organ of this city 
fears the influence of these honest, plain- 
spoken remarks on the fortunes of the Demo- 
cfatic nominee. It dislikes to have the idea 
take root among the voters that the prosperity 
of English manufactures and commerce and 
the success of the Democratic party are tied 
up in the same bundle. It appreciates the 
fact that there are patriotic Americans who 
wou.d rather vote the Republican ticket, 
which stands for the prosperity of American 
trade and manufactures. Therefore it sets 
itself laboriously at Work to discredit this 
indorsement of Cleveland, though it is as sin- 
cere on the part of those papers as on that of 
Lord Sackville West when he wrote his 
famous letter four years ago. 

The junior organ says: 

True progress and reform, as intended by Lon- 
don newspapers, mean in plain English that the 
manufacturers and capitalists of Great Britain 
expect Mr. Cleveland to be more a friend of 
theirs, if elected, than of his own country. The 
London press has never advocated any cause or 
personality in any foreign land except in British 
interest. 

Having admitted thus much it proceeds to 
assert that the London press is the most 
stupid, the most profligate, and the most 
ignorant press in the world.“ All that it 
can do that is malicious, treacherous, or venal 
it does spontaneously and by habitual intui- 
tion. It says further: 

Aware that its comments will be promptly 
reproduced in this country and will exert some 
influence on weak men whose race sympathies are 
easily inflamed its leaders are not at all incapa- 
ble af accepting Republican retainers to become 
avowed indorsers of the Democratic .party in a 
national campaign for the purpose of Burchard- 
izing ‘it te whatever extent their pernicious 
power may extend. It is within the known 
tendency of Republican campaign management 
to buy the publication of sentiments in British 
papers in order to reproduce them in this country 
to the injury of the Democratic party.

They 
know that the Democratic party is opposed to 
both those policies. They have the word of its 
leaders for it, They know that that party is 
in favor of the free admission of English 
goods, They have read Mr. Mills’ speeches, 
and some of Mr. Watterson’s exuberant ed- 
itorials may have reached them. Therefore 
they prefer greatly the success of the Demo- 
cratic party. They have no sentimental love 
for it or for Mr. Cleveland, but they have a 
practical interest in the politics of this 
country which the United States has not in 
the politics of Great Britain. Democratic 
success in their eyes means the supremacy of 
English manufactures, and Republican suc- 
cess means their permanent injury. Being 
patriotic papers—lovers of their country— 
of course they are for the Dem»cratie candi- 
date. They always have been, because that

American workingmen should not be fooled 
by this twaddle about the English papers be- 
ing bought up to praise Mr. Cleveland. They 
should, however, contrast the blunt honesty 
of those papers which say they want Cleve- 
land because it will benefit English workmen 
by giving them employment and depriving 
Americans of it, and the sneaking dishonesty

A aicantic underground railroad system is 
projected for New York City. It includes a 
tunneling under the two rivers for a sub- 
terranean line that shall connect Brooklyn 
and New Jersey directly, at the same time that 
it opens up easy communication between each 
and New York, An extensive series of borings 
has been made. The engineer finds an aver- 
age depth of soil over granite of between 
twenty-three and twenty-five feet. In some 
places the surface of the rock is more than 
sixty feet below the street level. The plan, 
which prominent engineers have pronounced 
perfectly feasible, is for a double-track tun- 
nel, built in solid rock about 110 feet below 
the surface, with stations at each end, to which 
passengers are to be carried by elevators. 
Facilities are to be provided for transporting 
12,000 passengers per hour, The motive power 
will be electricity, the same force will light up 
the tunnel and carriages, and perfect ventila- 
tion and drainage are to be secured by means 
of immense machines constructed for the pur- 
pose. The great depth chosen will remove all 
possible danger from pressure overhead, either 
under the cities or beneath the water. With 
improved processes for work the construction 
of the tunnel will cost far less than if would 
have required even so late as ten years ago, 
and the prospects of pay are calculated from 
an assumption that the line will carry at the 
outset at least 100,000 passengers per day be- 
sides an immense quantity of freight. It can 
be built inside of five years at a cost not ex- 
ceeding that of the suspension bridge over the 
East River. It is proposed to place the east- 
ern terminus on Atlantic avenue, Brooklyn, 
at or near the Flatbush station of the Long 
Island railroad, the New York terminus be- 
neath the Battery, and the New Jersey termi- 
nus near the station of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, the connection with which is expected 
to be an important element in the business of 
the pew line. |

REACH CHICAGO,

They Will Decide, on the Details of the 
Structure to Be Put Up-—What Their 
Country Intends to Do at the Exposi- 
tion—Fair Officials Have Trouble in Car- 
rying Out Their Plans Regarding the 
Midway Plaisance—Interference by Fo- 
lice—Other World’s Fair News. 


Three distinguished Frenchmen reached 
Chicago yesterday from Paris. One was a 
Delegate World’s Fair Commissioner, the 
other an architect, and the third an artist, and 
their special mission is to see that France 
leads all foreign countries in the artistic 
beauty of its state pavilion and surroundings 
and the magnitude and diversity of its exhib- 
its. To accomplish these results the best tal- 
ent in France has been enlisted, and an ap- 
propriation of $650,000, overtopping that of 
any other foreign country, has been made. 

These Frenchinen who have been specially 
commissioned by their government to visit 
Chicago are Baron de Vialar, M. René Du- 
buisson, and M. Henri Motte. Baron de Via- 
lar is the Delegate Commissioner and his an- 
cestors have been prominent since his great 
grandfather figured at the courte of Kings 
Louis XVIII. and Charles X. He repre- 
sents large landed interests in France, where 
he is the owner of many vineyards and orange 
and olive groves. He will remain in Chicago 
until the close of the Fair. 

M. Motte is here on a special mission look- 
ing after what may be done in the way of 
decoration. He wore yesterday in his button- 
hole the little red ribbon indicating that he 
was a Knight of the Legion of Honor. This 
distinction was conferred upon him for the 
unusually excellent work he has done on pub- 
lic buildings and private galleries, He is ex- 
perienced in exposition work and was in 


charge of the French section at the Amster-

We want to know éverything that is possible 
to be learned, and I will make a report to the 
French Government. Have uo doubt as to 
the splendid character of the exhibit from 
France. The best of feeling prevails there 
towards this country, and we are happy to 
have an opportunity to participate in the Ex- 
position! 

** But we want more space, 200,000 square 
feet more, said the Baron a few moments 
later to the Director-General. 

* I don't see just how I can grant it, said 
Col. Davis, who has for several weeks been 
perplexed over the demands of France for 
apace. : 

Ab, but you say your Fair is going to be 
so beautiful. The more splendid it is the 
greater our desire to do something brilliant. 

Today Chief Fearn will take the visitors to 
Jackson Park and show them the site that has 
been set aside for France. The architect and 
the artist will remain in Chicago a week and 
then return to Paris. France is the first 
nation to send a designer and an artist to look 
at the grounds before attempting to make 
building plans. Great Britain’s building will 
be an English . typical of the XVI. 
century, but the Frenchmen say they want to 
build astructure which shall be in artistic 
harmony with its surroundings. 


WISH TO CLOSE THE AVENUES, 


Fair Officials Have Trouble in Carrying Out 
Their Plans on the Plaisance, 

The question of closing up Woodlawn and 
Green Wood avenues, which cross the Midway 
Plaisance is getting to be a serious one be- 
tween the World’s Fair Directory, the South 
Park Commission, and the city. The matter 
came up a second time yesterday when the 
Barre Sliding railway people attempted to 
drive piles in the middle ot Woodlawn avenue 
in order to run their road across that thor- 
oughfare. They were stopped by city police- 
men, who, under instructions, are carefully 
guarding the two avenues, 

Commissioner Aldrich says the thorough- 
fares cannot be closed. The South Park 
Commissioners think they can, and the 
World’s Fair Directory will be greatly put out 
if the city adheres to its present policy. The 
Plaisance. which is a mile long, is to be com- 
pletely filled with World’s Fair attractions. 
Space has been allotted for them and con- 
tracts drawn without regard to the two streets 
because it was thought they could be closed 
up at/ the proper time. 

The first difficulty was encountered several 
days ago when a force of Worid’s Fair work- 
men built a fence across Woodlawn avenue. 
It was scarcely completed before a squad of 
policemen tore it down. There the matter 
rested until yesterday, when the Barre Rail- 
way people wanted to cross the avenues with 
the trestle work for their elevated road. 
Months ago this concession was granted 
them by the directory. Their line, a 
mile long, would extend from one end of 
the Midway Plaisance to the other. When 
their pile-driver reached the east line of 
Woodlawn avenue yesterday the workmen 
were stopped bythe police and told they 
could not do any piling in the middle ot the 
avenue. After a long parley the officers per- 
mitted a pile-driver to cross the street and re- 
sume work on the opposite side. 

The railway people immediately called at 
headquarters and wanted to know what was 
to be done. Attorney Carlisle told them to 
see Commissioner Aldrich, Meanwhile he 
wrote a letter to the Commissioner saying 
that in his opinion the two avenues had never 
been dedicated as streets and could conse. 
quently be closed if the South Park Commis 
siouers saw fit to do so. He argued further, 
it is understood, that if they had been prop- 
erly dedicated they could be vacated by the 
commission, Mr. Aldrich doesn’t understand 
it that way. 

The Executive committee of the directory 
at its meeting yesterday took up the matter 
and requested the South Park Board to pass 
an amended ordinance permitting the Exposi- 
tion company to close the plaisance. The 
commission has already granted this author- 
ity, but the ordinance providing for it does 
not take effect until the lst of next October. 
The Fair people want to go ahead, and have 
2 an amendment to take immediate 
effect,

Those engineers from the Krupp gun manu- 
factory of Essen, Germany, have made the dis. 
covery that there isn’t a derrick in the United 
States strong enough to unload from a ship 
the big guns which they expect to exhibit at 
the World’s Fair. One of the monsters which 
they intended bringing to Chicago weighs 130 
tons. The engineers landed in New York last 
week, intending to come to this city and 
secure space. But they have been 
in New York and Philadelphia since 
their arrival looking for a derrick. 
The strongest available would only lift 100 
tons. The engineers are in a quandary, and 
will ask the World’s Fair people to bear the 
expense of constructing a derrick of sufficient 
size. Another difficulty has been to secure 
railroad cars, and it is probable that if the 
derrick matter is settied satisfactorily the cars 
will be specially constructed in Germany, the 
guns be loaded upon them, and in this manner 
shipped to the United States, 


Will Exhibit American Indians. 

Boston, Mass., June 15.—Prof. J. W. Put- 
nam of Harvard University has delivéred a

TERMINAL FOR CANADIAN PACIFIC. _ 


The Organization of a Company in New 
Jersey Stirs Up Railroad Men. 

New Tonk, June 15.— [Special. I—Is the 
Canadian Pacific railway seeking a New York 
terminus? There has been no formal an- 
nouncement of the fact as yet, but well-in- 
formed men declare that the boundaries of the 
Dominion have become too restricted for the 
vast corporation and that preparations are 
now being made to rua its rails through 
United States territory to this city. 

Less than three months ago the Hudson 
River Railroad and Terminal company was 
organized under the laws of New Jersey. Its 
purpose is to construct a railroad beginning 
at Little Ferry, in the township of Ridgefield, 
Bergen Co., N. J., and ending at Edgewater, 
on the Hudson River opposite this city. The 
entire length of the proposed road is three 
miles, of which more than a mile willbe a 
tunnel through the Palisades. The capital 
stock of the company, $2,000,000, is divided into 
$100 shares. The corporators of the company 
were Frederick Lovejoy, August M. Weil, and 
Charles W. Fells of this city, Thomas C. Pro- 
vost of Caldwell, Moses J. De Witt of New- 
ark, Victor Schaller of South Orange, and Ira 
Jerolemen of Orange. 

Mr. Schaller holds sixty-four of the com- 
pany’s shares, while each other incorporator 
holds one share, leaving 1,998,000 in stock for 
persons whose names were not put furward in 
the organization of the company. 

When the Terminal sprang into existence 
railroad men concluded that its main object 
was an outlet for the New York, Susquehanna 
and Western railroad, which winds back of 
the Palisades and sends its passengers into 
New York through traffic arrangements made 
with roads owning their own terminals. The 
Susquehanna ‘company, it is said, now has un- 
favorable contracts, and almost any change 
would be for the better. But there is a 
greater corporation than the Susquehanna in- 
terested in the Terminal company, in the opin- 
ion of many persons. The Canadian Pacific 
railway, whose lines now run from ocean to 
ocean, with great spurs tapping the leading 
cities along the main road, is said to be the 
main factor in the construction of the Ter- 
minal company’s short line. 

Henry Day, a patent-lawyer, whose office is 
in this city, and under whose property in New 
Jersey the proposed tunnel is to run, believes 
that it is a move on the part of the Canadian 
Pacific road to reach New York. The Cana- 
dian Pacific company has had for some time 
surveyors in the northern part of New Jersey, 
he says, and it is evidently considering a plan 
of extension. It has not applied for any char- 
ter as yet under the State laws, but thee sur- 
veying work dune lends a strong probabilite 
to the contention that as soon as its plans 
shall have been perfected application will be 
made for right of way. If the road is pushed 
through to New ‘York it will form a form- 
idable rival to the Vanderbilt system for all 
through business to the North and Northwest.

| Attorney Sleeper Gives a Detailed State. 


ment of How the Testator Executed the 
Document, Keeping a Duplicate Copy. 
Which Was Subesquentiy Lost—MHer 
Connection with Cosgrove and McElli- 
gott—The Newberrys Required to Vacate 
Their Rooms at the Grand Palace Hotel, 
The hearing of the open ments of 
counsel in the Jerome will — — resumed 
in Judge McConnell’s court yesterday after- 
noon. Attorney Joseph Sleeper, who appears 
for the appellants, addressed the cuurt and 
gave in detail the history of the case and a 


forewarning of what that side would expect to 


prove. Ile said that Deo. 17, 1889, Mrs. 
Jerome met Cosgrove and McElligott in New 
York City at the Sturtevant House. She had 
prepared two copies of what she termed her 
last will and testament. One of these was 
written with a typewriter, but the other was 
the regular printed form, which was procured 
from a stationer. In both these papers blanks 
were left which were afterwards filled in in 
Cosgrove’s handwriting at Mrs. Jerome’s dic. 
tations MekElligott, who chanced to be in the 


city, was asked by Mrs. Jerome to become a 
witness to the will. He did so, his 
signature alongside that of C ove, 


Mrs. Jerome then placed the typewriter 
document in her hand sachel, said the attor- 
ney, and gave the other one to Cosgrove for 
safe keeping. When Mr. Stebbins, the ad- 
ministrator of the estate after Mrs. Jereme’s 
death Dec. 27, 1889, went through her valua- 
ble papers in a safety deposit vault, he report- 
ed that the typewritten copy of this will, 
which corresponded exactly in wording to the 
one given to “Cosgrove, was not to be found. 
Both Cosgrove and McElligott have sworn 
that immediately after signing both of these 
documents Mrs. Jerome took the typewrit- 


ten one into her possession.”’ 

The attorney then continued the story of 
Cosgrove’s wanderings. He stated that he 
went to New Haven, Conn,, where his two 
brothers were eng in business. He had 
Mrs, Jerome’s will put in the safe in his broth- 
er’s office, where it remained uctil some time 
in March 1890, at which time he again returned 
to New Haven trom Chicago. The will was 
then brought back to this city and presented 
for admission to probate. Counsel for the 
contestants continued with the arguments, but 
nothing in the way of a new feature was intro- 
duced. The examintion of witnesses will com- 
mence at 9 a’clock this morning.
